Miscellaneous  Aquatics 

Myriophyllum  proserphinachoides.  (Parrot  Fea¬ 
ther.)  An  aquatic  plant  having  long  trailing 
stems,  covered  closely  with  whirls  of  most  delicate 
foliage.

Pontedoria  cordata.  (Pickerel  weed.)  A  free- 
flowering  plant,  growing  about  2  feet  high  and 
producing  ^spikes  of  closely  set  blue  flowers.
